T his Edition of the Statutes at Large in 8'*^ by 
J^anby Pickerings Efqj was originally thought to be 
the more convenient, as not being fo bulky as any other 
Edition hitherto publilhed, and an Index thereto contain* 
ed in one Volume came out about the Year 1769; which 
Index was brought down to the 4th of his prefent Majefty’s 
Reign incluiive, and afterwards a farther Index was added 
to the 33d Volume, continuing the former to the end of 
the 2 1 ft Year of the prefent Reign, But as the Afts of 
Parliament are every Year encreafing, and the Volumes fo 
very numerous, in order that the fame may be rendered

tnbutors as aforefaid^ there Jhould be paid at the faid term of Lam- 
mas one thoufand feven hundred pnd feventyfevcn^ by the treafurer 
of the corporation^ to the colle^or of the fcheme for the benefit thereof^ 
the fum of twenty-five pounds Jierling out of the funds of the corpora^ 
tiotii and the hie fum of twenty-five pounds Jierling at Candlemas 
one^ thoufand feven hundred and Jeventy-eight^ and at each fucceeding 
term of Candlemas : his Majejly^ by bis jaid royal charter^ approved 
of the payments which bad hem made^ and authorized the faid annual 
payments out of the corporation funds^ to be made in future agreeable 
to the preceding article : and in caje at any time thereafter it ap^ 
peared eo the members of the corporation^ at a general meetings regu^ 
larly fummoned by a, billet left at their refpefiive houfes^ at leafi two 
days previous to the meetings that the funds of the corporation were 
more than fufficient^in any one year to maintain their poor^ to defray 
their other necejfary expcnces^ arid to pay the aforefaid fum of twenty- 
five pounds fierling^ they Jhould appoint the treajurer to pay to the^ 
colletlor of the fcheme fuch additional fum for that year as they Jhould 
judge proper^ it being always underjlood^ and exprefsly provided^ 
That no order Jhould be ijfued for fuch additional payment^ unlefs three 
fourths of the members were prefent : and his Majejly further or- 
dained^ There the then prefent clerk of the corporation Jhould have it 
in his option to become a contributor to the fchfme^ and to be entitled 
to the benefit thereof^ upon the fame terms with the members of the 
corporation who were admitted before the term of Lammas one 
thoufand feven hundred and f evenly- f even \ but declaring^ That no 
future clerk Jbmld be entitled to that privilege^ except with the ap-' 
probation and fpecial allowance of three fourths of the members of the 
corporation^ contributors to the jeheme^ ftgnified at a general meetings 
and within one year after his admijfm. And his MajeJly alfo or- 
dained^ That t^e contributors who were members oj the corporation at 
the term of Lammas one thoufand feven hundred and fevefity-Jeven^ 
and who Jhould fiirVive the term of Candlemas one thoufand feven 

hundred hnd eighty^ and Uave widows^ and the coniributors/whq bafi 
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or /hould be admitted members of the tvrperation after the faii 
^irtfPif Lamnnas one thoufind feven hundred and feventyfeven^ ^id 
- vsbo jhould furvive the f/rm of Candlemas, at which their fourth 
year's rate became due^ and leahi widows^ fuch widows Jhould be en^ 
titled to amiuj*}es*arf allows \ videlicet, to twehe pounds ten fiillings 
Jl^rljng^ an ^If yeaVs annuity^ at the term ^ Whitfunday /w- 
meM^lyfiilowing the yelft: inyibich their refpt£live bujbandi died^ 
and computed from the firjl ^Jpnuary to the thirtyfrft Decem- 
ber ; and twenty- five pcunds Jltrling as a full year's anjiuity^ at each 
term of )^iifunday thereafter during lift^ and their continuing un* 
marrieJ; but in cafe of their death or marriage^ the faid annuity Jhould 
immedmtely ceafe^ and not be due for any term happening after either 
o f thefe events : That the original ahd future contributors^ who Jhould 
furvive the refpetiive terms above-mentioned^ and die widowers^ leav^ 
ing a child or children under fixteen years of age^ fuch child or chil^ 
•dten Jhould^ at the term of Whitfunday immediately following the 
year in which their refpeSlive fathers died^ computing faid year from 
the firjl of January to the thirty-firji of December, be entitled to 
receive one hundred pounds Jierlingy which fum Jhould be equally di^ 
vided amongjl them^ if there were more than one child i provided^ 
That if any of the original contributors Jhould happen to die before the 
term of Candlemas one thoufand feven hundred and eighty^ or any 
of the future^ contributors before the term of Candlemas, at which 
their fourth yearns rate would have, been due^ neither their widows 
nor children Jhould be entitled to any benefit the febeme^ but 
Jhould be entirely excluded therefrom: and by the faid royal charter it 
was further ordained^ That ij any perfon who had heen^ or Jhould be 
admitted a member of the corporation after Lammas one thoufand 
feven hundred and feventyfeviUj was, at the time of his admipon^ 
forty years of age^ or upwards f and happened to die^ leaving a wtdow^ 
or leaving a child or children under fixteen years of age^ but no wi- 
dow^ before he had paid^ or been liable to pay twelve years rates ; in 
that cafe there Jhould be retained ou\of the annuity due to his widow^ 
or out of the provifion due to his child or children^ fuch fum as^ toge^ 
ihef with the Jums paid by him without computing inter efi thereon^ 
Jhould amount to twelve years rates, videlicet, fixty pounds Jlerling ; 
and that if any contributor to the Scheme allowed his annual rate to 
run on unpaid for fix years, his widow or child, or children, Jhould 
forfeit the rejpe^ive annuities and provifions to which they would 
have been entitled after his deceafe*, declaring. That fuch contributor 
Jhould never tbelefs be obliged to pay the forefaid annual rates in arrear^ 
and alfo continue liable in payment of bis annual rates during life ; 
becaufi if fuch forfeiture pould exempt either from payment of the 
mnual rates in arrear, or the rates that might thereafter fall due, 
fome contributors might voluntarily incur the forfeiture, whereby the 
febeme would be deprived in fi far of its proper jupport, the data ( on 
which the calculation was infthuud) fuppofing , the annual rate of 
every contributor to be paid by him during life, though he might have 
no profpe^> of bringing any burden upon the fund: but, to prevent 
any dijagreeable tonf r quinces that might follow the forfeiture afore-^ 
Jaid^ itKfafe it Jhould appear to the contrtbuiors at a general meeting, 
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toi/rt at Aar/f tbrtefettrtbs af them were prefent, that the faih^tji 
P^ment $f contributor was occaftoned^ not with a ftiew to wjur0 
the fund^ but from the decay of bufinett^ or other misfortunei^Jf 
Jhomi be compttent for fuih meeting to allow^ in cafe be died a «;/- 
dower ^ his child or tbUdrcndo draw their tefpedbhoaprovifons^aafter 
deduSiing iUrefrom a jam equJ to bis arrets and ^^crejl ; and in 
cafe he left a widow^ to enter her on the rdll of annvttanf^s^^oOt at 
the annuity that would have fallen dik to her j bad there been no fot^ 
feiture or arrears^ JbouU amount to \f fum equal to theft arrears and 
inurcjl^ calculated tn a progrejftve account: and it wht^rther or^ 
dained^ That the whole an/lual rates payable by the eontriqiaors^ and 
the fums payable out if the corporation's Jiock^ before thi'\rm of 
Whitfunday one ihoufand ftven bundled and eighty- one^ Jhould be 
applied by truflees (after payment of the e^xpenee of management) le- 
wards raifng a capital Jiock of four tboufand five hundred pounds 
Aerlingy and that the annual produce oj the fund at the faid term of 
‘whitTunday one ihoufand /even hundred and eighty-one^ and at each 
term ^Whitfunday thereafter^ Jbould be applied as follows \ vide* 
licet* for defraying the expence of management; Jfecondly^ for 
raifing toe eapital^ the following fums fiould be lent out in each year;

be applied by the ceutributers at a general meeting, regularly fummoned 
by a biUet left at their refeHive dwelling heufes, two days previous 
to the meeting, and where at leaf three fourths of them wereprrfent, 
either towards the further raying of the eapital, or fimld bt divided 
anung/i the widows then on the find, asjbeuld appear mof advifeabk" 
to a majority of the meeting. And if the afortfaid capital of four 
thoufand five hundred pounds, when made up in whole or in part, 
happened to it diminifed, titbtr»by tbt infoheney of the debtors, or 
by any ether accident wbatfoevtr, fuch diminitieu fttuld from time to 
time bt made up by afttr-furpb{ffet, to bt lent wt at afortfaid j and 
ordained. That the anmiititt payable to the widows, and tbt provi- 
fions payable to the child or children of the contributors as afortfaid, 
Jbould not bt liable to bt arreftd, or otherways afftOed or attached by 
their creditors ; but ftuld, notwttbf ending fuch arrefment or at- 
tachment, be paid to the widows ohenyilves or their order, or to the 
tutors and curators of the faid child or cbitdron, or to their heirs, exe- 
futors, or ajfgnees { and if the cbilf er children bad no tutors or cu- 
rators, then, and in that cafe, the provifion to which they were enti- 
tled fkeuld be paid to fuch ptrfon or ptrjons as fbonld bt named for ro- 
ceiving the fame by the tmfets ftr tbt management ef the fund, to 
be appUed far the ufe and behoof tf the faid child or children rejpee- 
tively : and by the faid charter it was likeunft ordained and appointed. 
That the trufeet fer managing the fcbemeflfOtdd confif of fin contri- 
butors, whereof tbrte to be a quorum', and they /hould have poioer to 
cleH a prefii at every meeting, who, in ufe of an equality of votes in 
any qnofiion, Jheuld hove the cafiing vote as pre/es, btfdes Ms vote as a 
trufee : That they Jhouli have two fated meetings in each year ; tba 
• firf to be held on the fecend Tu«(aay of Maicb, for making up a 
hf of the wfdows and children entitled to annuities and provifitms at 
Wbitiiinday tbtreafttr, which lififbould lit open te the infptaien of 
all parties interefted, in the clerk's bands ; and the faid parties might 
give in thetr objeHions in writing, if any they had, to be by him laid 
before the trnjieet, tor their determination at the fetend fated meet- 
ing, which ^Md be held on the fecond Moniny ofMty yearly:

bonds and other fecurities for the fome to be taken payable to the fait

That no 
money Jhould be lent by the truftees U any member er members of the 
torporalion upon tmy account ^thatjoevtri and that the iruflepo Jhould ' 
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'"ihuft a tolleSor and (kri to the fibome^ to eontinue in their effite 
fpiidively during the pkafun^ of the trtffiees ; both of wbith o^y$ 
freight be filled by one perfin^ if the trujieet judged proper $ ivhicb col* 

Ittlor jhould have power to carry on all fails for recovery of the annual 
raicJy and other fanit payable for fapport of the fund^ and all arrears 
that tnigherhe dut by any contributor at the time of bis deceafe\ and 
fiouldyethin^ at the fight "and fire^ion of the trufiees^ from the wi- 
dowsjannui^ or from the children's pravifions^fach fame as Jhould be 
due by their hfpeUwe bujband^ or fathers^ or their heirs and exeeu*> 
tors^ which had not heen^ or could not be^ recovered from tbem^ upon 
affigning, to fuch tvidotp or children refpe£lively^ fiucb debt: and that 
the coliidior jfdould^ on bis afimijfion to the office^ grant bond^ with a 
fufficient caulToner^ to the truftees^ to the extent of one hundred pounds 
ftitling^ for the faithful dij charge of his iruft % and Jhould fubfiribe 
all the receipts for the annual rates^ and for the annual fams paid by 
- the corporation j and ktcp regular books^fhewing the Jlate of the funds 
under hiS' management ^ in fach manner as the trujiees Jhould appoint \ 
and the clerk Jhould alfo keep a book for recording the federmts of 
the trufices ; which books were at all times to be ofen to the infpe^ion 
of every contributor: and the colleger Jhould exhibit to the contributors 
at a general meetings to be held on the fecond Monday of Auguft 
yearly y a Jlate of the funds under his management^ and an account of 
the fams received by him for the preceding year^ and the application of 
the fame\ which meeting Jhould have power audit and pajs the fati 

accounts^ and dijcharge him and his Jurety of the fams aecounted for^ 

And whereas the members of the faid college and corporation^ and 
the trujiees and officers eleSled by them for managing the faid fund^ 
have proceeded in the execution of the faid fcheme agreeably to the re-^ 
gulations in the faid charter and litters patent hereinabove mentioned i 
and it is found by experience that the Jaid Jcheme will be of great be^ 
nefit to the widows and children of the members, but that the fame 
would be Jim more beneficial and effe^ual if the alterations upon the 
faid fcheme and regulatiens in the Juid letters patent herein-after men* 
iionedj were made, and if the authority of parliament were interpofed 
for carrying the faid fcheme, fabje^ to the faid alterations, into execu^ 
tion: and whereas John Shicilsi one of the members of the faid 
college and corporation at the time the faid fcheme was inflitut/d, did 
not accede thereto ; and therefore in terms of the faid tetters patent 
Jlanis excluded from the benefit thereof', but the faid John Shiell$ 
has fince declared bfs willingnefs to become a contributor, paying all 
the annual rates fince the injiitution, which the contributors are wiU 
ling to agree to, tf they were nojt prohibited by the terms of the fcheme, 
and of the faid Utters patent: mav it therefore pleafe your Ma- 
jefty that it may be enaded ; and be it enadted by the King's 
molt excellent maje(ly> by and with the advice and confent of 
the lords fpiritual and temporal, and commons, -in this prefeiu 
parliament aflembled, and by the authority of the fame. That Letfmpatent 
the faid charter and letters patent, and all the regulations, or- pencrallycoA- 
ciinances, and appointments therein coniained, and herein above 
recited, relative to the fcheme for raifing a fund for a provifion 
* |o widows and children of the tnembers of the faid college and 
^ a corpora- 
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eorporaciofiy and all the proceedings had in confequencc thereoff' 
agreeable to the terms of the faid letters patent, (hall be, chcl 
the fame are hereby confirmed in fo far as the fame are rv>t 
altered by this prefent a£l, and that the (aid fcheme (hall be 
carried into execution hereafter, in confbrmify to the laid regu-* 
lations, ordinances, and appointments, fubjed to thVy tei^ons 
herein- after mentioned, ^ ^ 

II. And be it enaAed by the authority aforefaid, That no 
prefent or future member the f^id college and l:orporation, 
who is a contributor to t^e faid fond, and who (hall have paid 
his annual rate or contribution for twenify-four years fuccef* 
fively, with intcred. and penalty if iricurred, (lialljbe obfiged to 
pay or contribute more thereafter during his life ji^'any thing in 
the faid charter or letters patent, or in the deeds executed by 
the contributors, to the contrary notwithftanding. 

III. And be it enaded by the authority aforefaid. That in lieu 
of the fum of twenty-five pounds, which by the fcheme and the 
faid charter and letters patent is appointed to be paid annually 
out of the funds of the corporation to the collcidor of the faid 
fcheme for railing the capital, thjere (hall be paid by the treafurcr 
of the corporation, and out of rlieir funds, at the term of Can- 
dlimas one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-eight, and at 
each fucceeding term pf Candlemas thereafter, to th.e colleAor of 
the faid fcheme, the (um of one pound fterling for each perfoii 
who is a member at the time, and whoTe widow and children 
may eventually be entitled to the benefit of the fcheme ; and 
further. That the faid treafurcr (hall pay over to the colleAor of 
the fcheme the half of the entry money paid by each and every 
perfon who (hall hereafter be admitted members of the faid 
college and^corporation, and that tdwards railing and augment* 
ing the capital or fund for providing the widows and cJiildren 
of the members contributors. 

IV. And be it cnaAed by rfie authority aforefaid. That in 
cafe at any time hereafter \t lhall appear to the members of the 
faid college and corporation at a general meeting, to which they 
lhall be regularly fummoned by a billet left at their refpeAive 
houfes at leaft two days previous to the meeting, that the funds 
of the corporation are more than fufficient in any one year to 
maint:iin their poor, and to defray the other necelTary expen* 
ces, and to pay the Aims of money aforefaid to the colleAor of 
the fcheme; then it (hall be lawful to appoint the treafurcr of 
the corporation to pay to the faid colleAor fuch additional fum 
for that year, as (hail be judged proper; (.rovided that no order 
for fuel! additional payment (hall be made unlefs three fourth^ 
of the members of the college or corporation are prefent at fuch 
general meeting. 

V. And be it ensAed by the authority aforefaid, That the 
widows of contributors who have fiirvived the term at which 
their fourth annual rate became due, as well thofe widows who 
are already entitled to the benefit of the fund, as thofe who (hall 
hpreaftcr come to 'be fo etnhfed, (hall each be entitled rsr, and 
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receive the following ennuitiesv tbsif is to.fajri at thefirdterQi 
6f<lflyttfunday aFt^r thedeceafe of their rerpedive hulbands, and 
at each fuccccding Wbitfundaj during their lives, and till 
Juhday which will be in the year of our Lord one thoufand eight 
hundred and oncy- thirty pounds llcrling; and at the faid term 
of one thouiand ei^ hundred and one, each widow 

ihall he bullied to and, receive forty pounds fterling, and the 
bme fom i-^nualiy thereafteV during their lives; any thing in 
the fdfd fehejne as originally^franied, of in the faid charter and 
letters patent, to the contrary notwitbftanding: but provided 
neverthelcfs. That the* ann^ity of ady widow of a contributor 
who .AkIII m^rry again, (hall, from and immediately after fuch 
her marriaacv'ceafis and determine. 

VJ. And be it enabled by the authority aforefaJd, That there I>rodedu6i5oii * 
(hall be no dedu<!lion upon any account from the widows an- 
. nuities the firft year after they have come on the fund, but that 
the arrears of contributors (hall be paid by deducting a fum not 
exceeding one third of the annuity each (ubfequent year till the 
faid arrears are paid up ; and in cafe any contributor, who has 
become a member of the corporation at the age of forty years 
or upwards, (hall die before lieMias paid twelve years rates, :he 
deficiency (hall be made up in the fame manner. 

VII. And be it enabled by the authority aforefaid. That if a Provinons to 
contributor ihall furvivc the term upon which the payment of children, 
his fourth annual rate become due, andf (hall die a widower, 

leaving a child or children under fixteen years of age, fuch child 
or children (hall, at the term of IVhitfunaay immediately follow- 
ing the death of their father, be entitled to and receive one hun- 
dred pounds fterling, which fum, if there be more than one 
child, (hall be equally divided amongft the children; provided. 

That if any of the contributors (ball happen to die before the 
term of Candlemas at which the fourth annual rate would have 
been due, neither their widows nor children lhall be entitled to 
any benefit from the fcheme, Isut (hall be entirely excluded 
thciefrom.

pur chafe quantities of wool, are often obliged to fell again the whole, 
or fame part of the wool which they have pur chafed, and which they, 
by the faid a fi, are prevented Jfom filling to any perfon or perjons in 
the faid counties within fifteen miles of ike fea, which is attended, with 
great harJflnp to the faid buyers and manufafiurers of wool: for the 
remedy wheieof, be it enabled by the authority aforefaid. That, 
from and after the pafllng of this adt, it (hall and may be lawful 
for any buyer or manufadturer of wool within the faid counties 
of Kent and Suffix, refiding within fifteen miles of the fea, hav- 
ing given fuch bond, with furcties, as is before mentioned, to 
fell any wool to any buyer or manufadlurer of wool within the 
faid counties, who has alfo given fuch bond, with fureties, as is 
aforefaid, and to remove and lodge the fame at the waVehoufe or 
other place belonging to the perfon or perfons to whom the fame

W HEREAS the laws now in being refpe^ing majiers and 
apprentices do not provide fufficierit regulations, Jo as to pre^ 
vent various complicated miferies, to which beys employed in climbing 
and cUanftng of chimneys are liable, beyond any other employment what-
